Luther’s Prayer 


The last Sunday of this month is Reformation Sun- 
day, the anniversary of the day in 1517 when Martin 
Luther posted his ninety-five theses on the door of the 
castle church at Wittenberg. 

For this and other affronteries Luther had to face 
the combined power of church and state at the Diet of 
Worms. In the heavily charged atmosphere of that im- 
posing assembly Luther prayed in these words: 


pee ETERNAL GOD! What a strange 

thing is this world! How doth it open wide the 
mouths of the people! How small and poor is the confi- 
dence of men toward God! 

Ah God! Ah God! O thou my God! Thou my God, 
stand thou by me against the reason and wisdom of all 
the world. Do thou so!... Behold, it is not my cause 
but thine. For my own person I have nothing to do here 
before these great lords of the world. Gladly would I, 
too, have good quiet days and be unperplexed. But 
thine is the cause, my Lord. It is just and eternal. Stand 
thou by me, thou true eternal God! 

So will I not separate myself from thee forever. 
Be it determined in thine name. The world shall not be 
able to face me against my conscience, though it were 
full of devils. And though my body, originally the work 
and creature of thy hands go to destruction in this 
cause—yea, though it be shattered to pieces—thy Word 
and Spirit they are good to me still! It econcerneth only 
the body. The soul is thine, and belongeth to thee, and 
shall also remain with thee forever. Amen. God help 
me. Amen.

LUTHERAN FREE CHURCH CONGREGATIONS 
MAY REJECT UNION 


A leader of the Lutheran Free Church is pessimistic 
over the prospects for its continued participation in 
union negotiations with the Evangelical, American and 
United Evangelical Lutheran Churches. 

In the opinion of Dr. John Stensvaag, there is “every 
likelihood” that the merger resolution now being voted 
on in the nearly 360 congregations of the 65,000-mem- 
ber LFC will be defeated. 

“Tts passage would in fact seem like a miracle,’ he 
said in an article in the Oct. 11th issue of The Luth- 
eran Messenger, official bi-weekly of the Church, in 
which he urged favorable consideration of the question. 

“To turn our back upon these Churches at this time 
seems to me, at least, a rejection of God’s guidance, a 
tragic failure to go forward into a new day,” he added. 

Dr. Stensvaag, a member of the faculty of Augsburg 
Theological Seminary, is vice president of the LFC and 
secretary of its Commission on Relations with Other 
Church Bodies.

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The Gospel Rescued 
From Obscurity

“BY GRACE YOU HAVE BEEN SAVED THROUGH FAITH” Ephesians 2:8. 


These eight words contain the blessed Gospel in most 
precious fulness. Like the great heart of the Gospel, 
John 3:16, they are simple and yet so deep that their 
depths have never been fathomed. The wisdom of man, 
his reasoning and imaginations are all folly in the pres- 
ence of such a stupendous statement. 


SALVATION NOT OF WORKS 

From the beginning of time, men have sought salva- 
tion through their own devices. It was by a lie that the 
devil deceived our first parents and plunged them and all 
succeeding generations into the awful whirlpool of sin. 
By his constant perversion of the truth, he is keeping 
multitudes still in that death, temporal and eternal. No- 
where is his malignity and cunning more in evidence 
than in the misrepresentation of the truth about how we 
are to be saved. 

Now salvation describes the present possession and 
the future of Christians. The opposite of “salvation” is 
damnation.” The opposite of ‘“‘saved”’ is “lost.” Salvation ‘is 
not inevitable nor in any sense a natural right to which 
men are entitled. 

No man has within himself what it takes to acquire this 
salvation. It is beyond his reach. Yet many reason, “If a 
man does the best he can, he will be saved.” This is but 
another of the devil’s lies. No man has done the best he 
could before God. Neither have you! There is. the 
tragedy—the awful, crushing indicting truth. “All we 
like sheep have gone astray” Is. 53:6. “They are ALL 
gone aside, they are ALL TOGETHER become filthy; 
there is NONE that doeth good, no NOT ONE” Ps. 14:3. 
So God sees man as he is at heart. Here then is the unal- 
terable judgment: “All have sinned and fall short of 
the glory of God” Rom. 3:23. 

“Do not our good works win for us the favor of God?” 
says one. “Are not the good things I do in the balance 
of God accruing to my salvation?” God says, “No.” Noth- 
ing that is ourscan merit it, not anything that you or I 
can accomplish with a lifetime of regret or our best ef- 
forts. Many say they cannot understand. Surely we 
must do something to be saved. 

SALVATION IS BY GRACE 

“By grace you have been saved through faith; and 
this is not your own doing, it is the gift of God—not of 
works, lest any man should boast” Eph. 2:8. GRACE is 
the significant word—grace as distinct from any idea 
that ever springs from any mere human thinking. Man 
ruined by himself, and saved by God; lost in Adam and 
found in Christ. The Apostle speaks of “the immeasur- 
able riches of grace in kindness toward us in Christ 
Jesus” Eph.

PLUG RURAL TEACHING 


“As a rural teacher, it is my duty and privilege to 
light many candles—the lives of the pupils who pass 
through my hands year after year.” 

These are the words of Mrs. Lillian Zahn of Eau 
Claire, Wisconsin, one of four winners in a contest 
to discover what rural teachers feel about their task. 
Sponsors of the contest were Prairie Farmer, one of 
America’s great farm magazines, and Radio Station 
WLS of Chicago. 

Miss Marie Powell, in her prize-winning letter, ob- 
served that her children enjoy learning about things 
by actually doing them. For example, when they dis- 
cussed the making of butter, the children asked if they 
might make some of it themselves. They brought cream 
from home and made butter. Then the youngsters 
wanted something on which to eat the butter, so they 
brought ingredients for cornmeal muffins and baked 
them at school. The school is near Vincennes, Indiana. 

The fact that rural school children are in a room 
with children of other grades is considered an advan- 
tage by Dwight Brink of Watervliet, Michigan. Mr. 
Brink points out that the children learn to work and 
play with children of any grades, not just their own 
age group. 

“Here I am permitted to be with the same child for 
more than one year, which helps me to be a better 
teacher,” he wrote. “I have time to obtain solutions 
to difficult problems, and in solving them I become 
a wiser person.” 

Mr. Brink also noted that the rural teacher has 
“nature’s laboratory” at his doorstep. He likes to ar- 
range trips to the woods, to ponds, gravel pits, and 
conservation projects. 

A rural teacher who believes in her job is the other 
winner, Mrs. Pyrle Gale Barclay of Warrensburg, I- 
linois. 

“We come from little places like Miller’s Run, Ben- 
ning’s Switch, Little Tree, Eau Claire, Fritchton, Water- 
liet, and Warrenburg,” she writes, ‘““We are the bush 
leaguers from the little places. We have taught the 
Hales, the Prescotts, the Kit Carsons, and the Nathaniel 
Greenes.” 

This fact, that they have the privilege of playing a 
part in the lives of the potentially great, is just one of 
the reasons given by the four prize-winning teachers 
why they like their rural communities and they like 
their jobs.—Rural Lutheran 
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THE CANADIAN SCENE 


A TWENTY-FIVE YEAR JUBILEE 


Back in that period that is popularly known as the 
“Hungry Thirties,’ and occasionally as the “Dirty 
Thirties” the irrigation system that draws upon the Bow 
River had at last expanded to the bleak and desolate 
plains that lay east of Brooks, Alberta. This region had 
seen the formation of a number of Scandinavian settle- 
ments, but during the dry years they also withered and 
blew away as the dust of the plains. When the irriga- 
tion ditches began to appear, and the land was offered 
for sale a number of Danish families came in under the 
leadership of Pastor A. N. Skanderup. One group came 
from Ruskin, Nebraska. They spent their first night in 
an abandoned house from which windows and doors 
had been removed. During the night it turned bitterly 
cold. The women prepared a pot of oatmeal next morn- 
ing and the men nailed up boards over the openings. In 
the days that followed these and others began to learn 
the difficult way of irrigation farming. 


Today there is a white frame church with a red roof 
there, built in the familiar style of the Danish Country 
Church. It is not visible during a part of the year for it 
is surrounded by magnificent trees. The surrounding re- 
gion is a checkerboard of fields with comfortable homes. 


ANOTHER STEP TOWARD 
THE MERGER IN CANADA 


In the closing days of August the Canadian Com- 
mittee on Polity and Organization met at the Parish 
House of St. George’s Angelican Church in Banff. Vis- 
itors and participants in the discussions were Dr. Hans 
Jersild of the UELC, Dr. O. G. Malmin of the ELC, and 
Dr. Wm. L. Young of the ALC. Their chairman of this 
Committee is Pastor Archie Morck of Olds. During 
these meetings real progress was made toward design- 
ing a constitution for the Canada District of the Merged 
Church.

MIRACLES STILL HERE

At 11:30 P.M. there was a loud rap- 
ping at the door, and as I ran to answer, I heard the 
sound of Octavio’s voice outside. The lawyer’s announce- 
ment: “I took him a prisoner and now he is a free man” 
filled me with the joy that Rhoda and the early church 
experienced. Together the Lopez family and I gave 
thanks before retiring for the night. 


Then there was the case of Josue (Joshua), infant son 
of Gabriel and Albertina Garcia. After severe whoop- 
ing cough spasms, he would go into long periods of 
coma. After one of them he remained partially para- 
lyzed for eighteen hours. Doctors said that his heart, 
lungs and kidneys were all affected. The penicillin they 
prescribed seemed only to aggravate the case. I was 
startled, to say the least, by the contrast between the 
chubby, rosy-cheeked child that had been brought to 
the Lord in holy baptism some weeks earlier, and the 
one who now, his face ashen gray, his body still and 
heavy, lay cradled in the arms of a doting aunt. He ap- 
peared not to be breathing. We joined in prayer. As 
they had been doing throughout the days of Josue’s ill- 
ness, both parents prayed: “Thy will be done.” Here 
was faith put to the test and gloriously victorious. Be- 
fore I left, some of the lost color had returned to the 
baby’s cheeks, and there was a faint fluttering of the 
eyelids, but when time came for the seven o’clock serv- 
ice, he still had not regained consciousness. Leaving 
Josue in the caré of his aunts and a friend who is a 
“practical doctor,” the parents left for the service. I am 
sure no one listened to their prayers unmoved. “If Thou 
dost see that it is for his and our good, Lord, take him 
now. We know that he is safe with Thee. But if Thou 
canst use him in this world as a good Christian citizen, 
if he can become a preacher of Thy word, a soul-win- 
ner, then spare him, if it be Thy will.” The next morn- 
ing on my way to the Garcia home, I met the medic 
friend. “How is Josue?” “He is well,” he replied, and 
the tone of his voice said, “We brought him to the Lord, 
didn’t we, and, of course, He heard.” A little later as I 
watched Josue eating hungrily, I heard the details. Only 
a few minutes after the parents had left for the service, 
he came out of the coma, and he has not had an attack 
since. 

Miracles, however, not only have to do with physical 
safety and health, but the greatest of them all are those 
that God works in the human heart. Alvaro had been on 
our hearts for a long time. When we first met him we 
found him open to spiritual discussions, but his strange 
and garbled ideas (the result of almost no religious in- 
struction in the home and later smatterings of Roman 
Catholicism, Rosicrucianism, and Spiritualism) had his 
mind in such a whirl that it almost drove me to distrac- 
tion to try to straighten him out, pointing him to the 
simple Gospel truths. He would always twist what one 
was saying to make it fit his own peculiar concepts. But 
as we prayed for him, God worked the miracle of faith 
in his heart. Unbaptized, he asked for the sacrament, 
and so instruction classes were started. On September 
fourth he became a communicant member of the church. 
As I listened to his testimony of what the word had 
wrought in his heart and life, I thought, “Can this really 
be the same Alvaro we knew some months ago?” No, 
not the same, because “if any man is in Christ, he is a 
new creature.”

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What the Reformation Did 


BEFORE AND AFTER 


By H. A. Svendsen 


Before the beginning of the Christian Church cen- 
turies of Jewish and Roman history the birth of Jesus, 
His life, death and resurrection, constituted a period 
of preparation. 

The establishment of the Christian or Apostolic 
Church took place on the first Pentecost, Acts 2. In 
spite of Jewish and Pagan persecutions the church had 
a marvelous growth in the first century. 

From the year 325 A.D. the church experienced a 
period of backsliding and the rise of the papacy with 
lust and power. The dark ages followed with super- 
stition and the crushing of the common people. 

There were a number of God-fearing men whom we 
may consider as foreruners and contemporaries of the 
Reformation: John Wycliffe of England, born in 1320. He 
stressed the inner and personal relationship with God in 
Christ. As a resentment against his Bible-teaching, his 
bones were dug up and burned 13 years after his death. 
John Huss of Bohemia, born 1370, was burned at the 
stake, July 6, 1415. This great reformer prophesied: “To- 
day you roast a goose, one hundred years hence there 
will come a German swan.” Jerome of Prague became a 
martyr of the Reformation. He was a pupil of Huss and 
was burned, May 30, 1516. General Sizka gave religious 
liberty to Bohemia. Zwingli led the Reformation in 
Switzerland, and Calvin labored in Geneva and else- 
where. Savonarola led the Reformation in Italy, Eras- 
mus in Holland, and there were many others. 

MARTIN LUTHER was God’s chosen instrument to car- 
ry on the great general Reformation. He was born in Eisle- 
ben, Saxony, Germany, one hour before midnight No- 
vember the 10th, 1483, He was educated in the midst of 
privation, and became a monk, professor, and priest. He 
possessed a progressive spirit, was religious, practical, 
cheerful, and lofty in character. He was a seeker of the 
truth, and through great struggles he found peace with 
God. He was a common man and was always in sym- 
pathy with the common people. 

Luther was ordained to the priesthood in 1507, the 
following year he came to Wittenberg, where he became 
a teacher in the new University founded by Elector 
Frederick of Saxony. In 1511 Luther was invited to visit 
Rome. He rejoiced to see the “Holy Father” as he called 
the Pope then. He crawled on his knees up the stairs of 
St. Peters Cathedral, hoping that he might find peace 
for his soul, but hearing a voice saying: “The just shall 
live by faith,” he fled down the steps crying: “God for- 
give me.” 

Luther was made Doctor of Divinity in 1513, and 
heard definitely God’s great Commission to him (Math. 
28,) to go and make disciples of all nations. He went a- 
bout preaching, rebuking sin and proclaiming salvation 
in Christ, by grace through faith. Great crowds poured 
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into Wittenberg, not to worship some of the 19,000 rel 
(bits of Noah’s Ark, bits of Christ’s crib and cross, ha 
of St. Christoffer’s beard, etc.), but to hear the p. 
Word of God. 

Luther did not intend to break away from the chur 
which he loved, but to cleanse it from non-Bibli 
teachings. He stood face to face with the terrible 
ruption in his church; wholesale corruption of the el 
gy, God’s truth befogged by corrupt teachings, traditi 
raised to the level of Holy Scripture. Purgatory was 
vented by Pope Gregory the Great—604 A.D. The pe 
was made infallible, and prayers for the dead were sat 
tioned. Reading of Scripture was forbidden, and preat 
ing of the gospel was neglected. 

The beautiful creation by Michael Angelo: St. Pete 
Cathedral in Rome was built (1505-1626) and mon 
was badly needed. The commercial scheme was devis 
to raise funds by selling forgiveness of sins for mon 
(indulgence). Luther proclaimed the (Bible-teachi 
Forbiveness of sin in Christ by faith. It became pk 
to Luther that the church had lost its first love, 4 
that the LIGHT had been put under a bushel, so 
wrote his 95 Theses and nailed them to the church dé 
at Wittenberg (1517), protesting the church’s mis 
of Scripture and its non-biblical practices. 

June 15, 1520 a paper was issued against Luther 
his church, and December 20, 1520 Luther burned 
paper. Then Luther was summoned to the Diet 
Worms, April 17, 1521. Dignitaries were present. ‘ 
Emperor threatened, Luther was asked to recant, ba 
stood his ground and declared: “Unless I am convine 
by Holy Scripture, I will not recant, here I stand, G 
help me. Amen.” .

means by which God is mollified or placated, man is 
suffering the illusion that he is competent to climb into 
heaven. 

Shades of yesterday! Even of ancient times, when the 
people gathered to build a tower that would reach 
heaven, and God scattered them by confusing their 
tongues. 

And yet the notion lives—even in us all, it still raises 
its presumptuous head, ignoring the gospel, the good 
news that God has come down to us and made a recon- 
ciliation through the Cross. 

“Justification through faith’—that was the great 
truth which Luther rediscovered for us. “And the 
righteousness based on faith says, ‘Do not say in your 
heart, Who will ascend into heaven?’ (that is, to bring 
Christ down). (Romans 10:6). 

Indeed, not, instead it says that the Father welcomes 
the prodigal, embraces the undeserving one, and grants 
him freely all the privileges of sonship through grace. 
It further says that He is the good Shepherd who comes 
to seek and to save the lost, and finding it, brings it 
home with shouts of joy. It is this gospel which gives 
rise to appreciative singing of the words, 

“Just as I am without one plea, 

But that Thy blood was shed for me, 
And that Thou bid’st me come to Thee, 
O Lamb of God, I come.” 

A present day controversy ranges in the Protestant 
church around the figure of Norman Vincent Peale. Here 
again the question is whether man or God shall be at 
the center of life. 


If God is at the center of life, then our actions are 
inspired by a devotion to Him. “Ad gloriam Dei,” “to 
the glory of God” is the theme of such living. But if 
God is to be thought of as a kind of aid to a “Do-it- 
yourself” operator who needsasmall assistto take the 
ten easy steps to success, then the glory has departed 
from the Sanctuary. 

It is so in marriage. No one is likely to be pleased to 
learn that his partner in marriage is concerned mostly 
in using him to gain certain advantages—sex enjoyment, 
prestige, or the wonders that can be bought with money. 
Such a thought would be utterly repugnant, intoler- 
able. Each of us desires to be loved for our own sakes, 
and it would appal any of us to know that we were 
rated as secondary to a mink coat. 


If our eye is on success, and God is to be merely the 
means of achieving success, is He then “God?” 


In this Reformation season, let us give thanks for His 
goodness seen in His providential care, in His love con- 
fronting us in His cross; let us then, in Luther’s words, 
“dive under Him in His kingdom and serve Him in ever- 
lasting righteousness and blessedness.” Then will God be 
God and we his grateful servants. 
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Luther’s Coat of Arms

A few years ago the King of Denmark bestowed upon 
President Eisenhower one of the highest symbols of es- 
teem, the order of Knight of the Elephant, which since 
1913 has been awarded to only two other non-Danes, 
Winston Churchill and Marshal Montgomery. The presi- 
dent has now made arrangements to have a “coat of 
arms” made, as it is required that each one who receives 
this rare expression of recognition must place his em- 
blem in the Frederiksborg castle in Denmark. 


From olden times it has been the custom of royalty 
and families of nobility to have a “coat of arms.” This 
crest appeared on all their important belongings and 
symbolized their particular heritage and characteristic 
ideals and interests. 


While the Augsburg Confession was being presented 
and discussed in 1530 and Martin Luther lived in se- 
clusion in the castle Coburg, the German Prince John 
Frederick, a staunch supporter of the cause of the Re- 
formation, ordered a coat of arms made for Luther as he 
considered him a man of true nobility. This caused the 
Reformer to express himself on the significance of the 
proposed emblem. He wanted it to be characteristic of 
his theology and he therefore decided to devise it him- 
self. It consists of five parts. (G. E. Arden, “The Lu- 
ther League Emblem. A Sketch.”) 


1. The Black Cross of Sin. 


Without the cross there can be no salvation. As the 
cross of the Center of Christianity it is also the central 
figure in Luther’s coat of arms. Luther designed that it 
should be black because the cross of Jesus was black- 
ened by the sins of the world—yours and mine included. 
It is, however, the only thing on the emblem which is 
black, for all sin was nailed to the cross. As long as we 
trust in the One who hung on that cross, sin can not 
harm us. 


2. The Red Heart of Courage. 


The black: cross is surrounded by a red heart. Luther 
wrote: “With the heart we must believe in the crucified 
One in order to be saved; the cross, indeed, causes pain 
and mortification, yet it does not kill, but rather pro- 
motes the vital energy of the heart.” A heart that does 
not have a black cross in it is entirely black. There can 
be no real life, no true happiness, no abiding peace, un- 
less the cross of Jesus Christ has a central place. The 
heart is the center of our being. When we with our 
hearts embrace the cross of Christ, He becomes our 
Savior from sin and death, and our hearts receive the 
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color of love, life and vigor. Said Luther: “The crog 
should stand in the red heart, for from the heart com 
the issues of life.” 


3. The White Rose of Peace. 


Luther further designed that the heart “should sta 
on a white rose, to show that faith imparts joy, com 
fort, and peace, and it should be white, because that 
the color of spirits and of angels, and the joys not ™ 
the world.” White represents purity. When the 
heart has given a place to the black cross it rests on th 
white rose of purity which comes to the Christian whe 
sins are washed away in the blood of the Lamb. 
rose is a symbol of Jesus Himself, “the Rose of Sharo: 


4. The Blue Sky of Hope. 


Next Luther desired that the rose “should be place 
in a sky-blue field.” Blue is the color of heaven, and 
the background upon which the cross, the heart and th 
rose are to be placed. When Jesus comes into our live 
we begin to enjoy heaven, even while we are yet ¢ 
earth. Although some days seem dark and dreary, 
know that the sky is always blue, above the clouds. T 
Christian has hope, therefore he looks up. The promis 
of heaven is his constant inspiration and joy. And be 
cause he can face the future with hope, he can face th 
rresent with courageous faith. 


5. The Golden Ring of Eternity. 


Finally Luther devised that the whole emblem shou! 
be “encircled with a golden ring, because heavenly sal 
vation endures forever, and is valuable above all othe 
possessions, as gold is the highest, noblest, and mo 
precious of metals.” The life which we have throug 
faith in Jesus Christ is far more valuable than all 
precious things on earth. The ring is the symbol of € 
ternity, without beginning and without end. That, too 
is the life of the Christian; it is bound up in an eterni 
of everlasting joy in the presence of the Savior Hin 
self. 


Luther’s coat of arms has most fittingly been chosé 
as our Luther League Emblem. It should be a constan 
source of inspiration to us.
